VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
met privately with several key playersin the 
Central American peace process as 
Nicaraguan talks got under way in Costa 
Rica. 

Within three days the pope conducted 
separate meetings with Nicaraguan 
President Daniel Ortega; Cardinal Miguel 
Obando Bravo of Managua,, Nicaragua, 
who has mediated his country’s talks; and 
Salvadoran Archbishop Arturo Rivera ~ 
Damas, who has served as a mediator for 
peace talks in hiscountry. He also met with 
Honduran Foreign Minister Carlos Lopez 
Contreras. fae 

In San Jose, Costa Rica, Jan. 29, 
Nicaraguan government and rebel 
representatives ended a two-day meetingat 
a Catholic seminary and agreed to meet 
again Feb. 10-12in Guatemala.

CHULA VISTA — David Mandel 
completed only five years of schooling, 
but he taught adults and peers 
unforgettable lessons about life and 
death. 

He died Jan. 21 at age 11 of 
lymphoma, a type of cancer he 
contracted after the AIDS virus 
attacked his immune system. 

It started with hemophilia and 


injections of the blood product Factor 
VIII which stopped David’s pain 
caused by bleeding into his joints. 
‘*The blood supply was not protected 
between 1978 and 1984”’’ as it is today, 
his mother Suzie said. He was 
diagnosed with AIDS last July. 

David’s influence was felt by 
mourners who filled St. Pius X 
Church, Chula Vista, for a memorial 
Mass celebrated Jan. 25. 

‘‘David’s powerful love brought us 
here,’’ said Father Duncan Monohan, 


homilist and associate pastor. “‘He had 
no knowledge of theology, philosophy, 
politics, government or finance, but he 
moved us to be here.’’ 

David’s illness conveys a lesson 
society is slow to learn — that AIDS 
patients should be honest about their 
disease without fear of being 
ostracized. Because of the stigma 
associated with AIDS, the Mandells 
concealed this diagnosis from the 
public, and were thus denied some of

Pro-lifers praise Title X rules; critics vow lawsuit

WASHINGTON — Pro-lifers praised new regulations 
to prohibit federally funded family planning agencies 
from providing abortion counseling or referrals, but 
family planning agencies promised court battles to 
challenge the new rules. 


The regulations for the Title X government family 
planning program were announced by President Reagan 
in preliminary form in mid-1987 and released in final 
form Jan. 29. They were scheduled to take effect 30 to 60 
days after official publication in the Federal Register in 
early February. 


‘“The new rules mean that government-funded clinics 
must stick to preventative measures, such as 
contraception, and stop promoting abortion as a method 
of birth control,’’ said Douglas Johnson, legislative 
director of the National Right to Life Committee. 


But Scott R. Swirling, executive director of the 
National Family Planning and Reproductive Health 
Association, said the rules ‘‘dictate that family planning 
providers provide bad medical care to the nearly 5 million 
low-income or poor women who are dependent on those 
clinics for service.’’ His organization warned of a lawsuit 
against the rules. 

The federal Department of Health and Human 
Services, which oversees the Title X program and 
released the new rules, stated that family planning 
“‘should reduce the incidence of abortion.”’ 

According to the rules, a family planning project ‘‘may 
not receive funds unless it. provides assurance 
satisfactory to the (Health and Human Services) secretary 
that it does not include abortion as a method of family 
planning.”’ ; 

Federal law already provides that ‘‘none of the funds 
appropriated under this title shall'be used in programs 
where abortion is a method of family planning.”’ 

Nonetheless, abortion opponents long have complained 


that family planning agencies often have offered abortion 
services. 

Johnson of the National Right to Life Committee said 
that ‘‘there has been a de facto merger between abortion 
clinics and government family planning clinics in some 
locales, and the new rule should put an end to that, if it is 
properly enforced.”’ 

Under the rules, the family planning agency ‘‘must be 
organized so that it is physically and financially separate 
... from activities which are prohibited’’ under the ban on 
funding abortion as a family planning method. ‘‘Mere 
bookkeeping separation of Title X funds from other 
monies is not sufficient,’’ the rules state. 

Agencies receiving Title X funds also “‘may not 
encourage, promote or advocate abortion as a method of 
family planning.’”’ That prohibition includes use of Title 
X funds for lobbying, participating in legal actions, 
‘‘developing or disseminating in any way materials ... 
advocating abortion as a method of family planning,” — 
and similar abortion advocacy.

OLD TOWN — For nearly a decade, Sister Virginia 
McMonagle, RSCJ, director of constituent relations at 
the University of San Diego, has worked with USD’s 
trustees, administators, advisory boards and auxiliary 
groups. 

Next month she will fly to Haiti to assist in the task of 
building an orphanage and school and a hospice for 
children dying from AIDS and malnutrition. 


The nun revealed her plans to Serra Club members at 


their Jan. 27 luncheon meeting at Padre Trails Inn. 

It was Sister McMonagle’s love of working in 
education, combined with over 30 years experience in the 
field, that led to her present position: She was the 
founding pri: ipal of the former Academy of the Sacred 
Heart in El C<jon. 

It was the persistent persuasion of two priests that led 
her to give up this post. Franciscan Father William 
Wasson and Passionist Father Richard Frechette, who 
house and educate youth in Mexico and Honduras, 
repeatedly asked the nun to help them extend their work 
to Haiti. 

Her decision was not as easy one. It took several turns 
— from refusal, to reluctance, to openness, to acceptance. 
She said ‘‘yes’’ during a retreat she made last summer 
after visiting Haiti. 

“‘T feel a strong call,’’ she told the Serrans. ‘‘There are 
so few of us free to go to help ... even if it’s a little bit.”’ 

If the venture proves too physically demanding, she will 
return to her USD position. 

The 66-year-old nun will leave San Diego’s usually 
balmy weather for Haiti’s steamy climate with 99 percent 
humidity and temperatures from 99 to 120 degrees, she 
said. 

Land for the orphanage and school she will help oversee 
was purchased in the cooler foothills some 40 miles from 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti’s capital. 

Sister McMonagle’s new home is over 3,000 miles from 
the lush landseaping of Alcala Park where her apartment 
is located. 

Describing conditions in Haiti, she painted a picture of 
poverty and squalor. 

The average annual income is $370; only 150,000 of 
the country’s 7 million people have an income. Half the 
population is under age 16. Many die from malnutrition, 
unable to survive on a diet of cornmeal, she said. 

Few crops can be grown because the country’s topsoil 
was washed into the ocean after Haitians felled the trees to 
obtain charcoal to cook is she explained. And Haiti’s 
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Sister Virginia McMonagle: ‘! feel a strong call’ to 
help in Haiti. 


fishing industry has been destroyed by Florida’s sports 
fishermen. 

Water is as scarce as food. ‘‘Finding water is like 
finding gold,”’ she said, adding that it can be purchased 
from trucks for $1.80 a quart. 

Haitians flock to gutters, as though they were oases in 
the desert. Here babies are bathed and drinking water 
obtained. Sister McMonagle described a man dragging 
himself on his stomach toward a gutter to fill his 
Styrofoam cup with water to drink. 

She illustrated the plight of thousands of abandoned 
babies. ‘“The night before I left Haiti, I found three 
naked babies in an abandoned field’? — newborn twins 
and a 3-year-old, she said. After explaining their situation 
to women at a priest’s house, “‘they shrugged their 
shoulders, as if to say, ‘What else is new?’ ”’ 

Just as vivid is the nun’s memory of Mother Teresa’s 
hospice in Port-au-Prince where all the men and half the 
women and girls were dying of AIDS. 

She told of a 14-year-old dying girl covered with a 
yellow mosquito netting that could not protect her from 
the ‘‘10,000 flies under it and over it.”’ 

Father Frechette anointed the girl and anounced, 
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““ “This is a celebration; one of our, sisters is going to 
God. We have to sing.’ ’’ Then followed a rendition of 
“Auld Lang Syne’’ in four languages — the only tune 
everyone in the group knew. The girl died as her peers 
watched and wondered how soon they would join her, she 
said. ; 

Sister McMonagle lauded the missionary work being 
done by people of many denominations. She was 
particularly impressed by Sister Joan, an Episcopalian 
nun who has operated the St. Vincent de Paul Center for 
deaf, dumb, blind and maimed children since 1940. The 
center is the youth’s home, school and hospital. 

‘‘Everyone in Haiti knows Sister Joan,’? — now 
suffering from cancer and confined to a wheelchair, she 
said. 

One day an uprising occurred near the center, that 
police were unable to quell. Sister Joan wheeled herself to 
the scene, raised her hands and told the mob of hundreds 
their noise was intensifying the pain of the children who 
had undergone surgery that day. ‘‘The whole crowd 
dispersed in dead silence,’’ the speaker said. 

When Sister McMonagle joins the missionaries in 
Haiti, she will find faith practices that are worlds apart 
from the worship seen in The Immaculata and Founders 
Hall. 

“‘Ninety-five percent of the Haitians are Catholic, but 
only 10 percent understand what that»means,”’ she said. 
The people combine Christianity with voodooism and 
African superstition. 

It is common for a Haitian to attend a voodoo 
ceremony — with animal or human sacrifice — one 
evening, and attend Mass the next morning, she added. 

Sister McMonagle told the Southern Cross she will work 
with Father Frechette,.a Dominican and Benedictine 
Sister and three female volunteers in establishng the 
school and orphanage for 1,000 children. 

Of what ages? ‘‘From birth to as long as they want to 
stay.’’ The home will follow Father Wasson’s practice of 
keeping family members together. ‘‘All the children have 
is their blood relationship with their siblings,’’ she said. 

The nun will enter a country marked by violence and 
strained church-state relations. More than 300 of Haiti’s 
325 Catholic parishes called on citizens to boycott the Jan. 
17 election won by Leslie Manigat, who is regarded as the 
military’s candidate. 

The election, originally slated for Nov. 29, 1987, was 
called off after gunmen killed 30 people, two of them 
inside churches. 

But this turmoil does not deter Sister McMonagle’s 
resolve to serve the Haitians, whom she calls ‘‘beautiful, 
gentle, artistic, warm people.”’

ALCALA PARK — Sister Joanne 
Nicgorski, OSF, has been appointed 
director of the Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer, becoming the first woman to hold 
the position, diocesan officials announced 
last week. 

Sister Nicgorski had been the center’s 
program coordinator and music 
consultant for the diocese for 10 years. 
She is currently working on a master’s 
degree in pastoral liturgy at the Santa 
Clara University. 

Established more than 12 years ago, the 
center's ‘“‘purpose is to promote and 
insure the proper renewal of the diocesan 
church according to the Constitution of 
the Sacred Liturgy (Vatican IJ) and all 
subsequent decrees on the liturgy from 
the Holy See and the American Bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy,’’ Sister 
Nicgorski said. 

The Center for Liturgy and Prayer 
offers many programs and services 
including workshops and training sessions 
for ministers of the Eucharist, ministers of 
the Word and ministers of music, she 
said. 


Services such as a resource library, 
publications and consultation are also 
provided. 

As director, Sister Nicgorski’s goal is to 
“deepen the understanding of meaning 
and importance of liturgy, prayer and 
celebration at the parish level and to 
continue publishing and circulating 
updated materials throughout the 
diocese,’’ she explained. 

One of the center’s new programs — 
offered through the Institute for Christian 
Ministry at the University of San Diego 
— is a music certification program. Open 
to everyone, the program is especially 


geared toward updating the education of 


pastoral musicians. 
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The core courses of the program will. 
focus on liturgical documents. “‘It is 
important for people to know the riches 
contained in the documents because they 
are a continual source of renewal,’’ she 
said. 

“Liturgy studies and music go hand in 
hand. Music is integral to the liturgy,’ 
she said. 

Sister Nicgorski noted the need for 
liturgical education. ‘‘The liturgy is the 
source and summit of Christian life. It isa 
focal point of the Mass.”’ 

“The celebration of the liturgy has a 
profound effect on people ... that is why 
our work here at the center is so 
important,’’she said.

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Serra — a great Californian 


A California poll taken some time ago asked residents 
who they thought was the most famous Californian. The 
great majority responded, ‘‘Padre Junipero Serra.’’ 

Since reports coming from Rome seem to indicate that 


he will soon be beatified, named ‘‘blessed,’’ as the next . 


step on his way to canonization, historic interest turns 
toward the Catholic Church in the state. 

The first Europeans to see Alta (Upper) California, 
came with the Portuguese Captain Juan Cabrillo in 1542. 
The name of the priest who accompanied this expedition 
has not been preserved, but he may have been the first 
one to celebrate Mass in California. 

Carmelite Father Andres de la Ascension offered the 
first recorded Mass on the shore of San Diego Bay on 
Nov. 12, 1602. Note this was before the first permanent 
English Protestant settlement over on the Atlantic coast. 
There were already Catholic universities and printing 
presses in Latin America long before this. 

Spain was so busy with its important settlements in 
Mexico, Peru and other countries that not much interest 
was shown in the Pacific coast north of Mexico. Only the 
need for a coastal port to support the flourshing trade with 
the Philippines and the threat of Russian settlements in 
Alaska turned the attention of Spain to the two 
Californias. 

Jesuit missionaries were the first to work in the area, 
beginning in 1697. These were among the poorest 
missions in the world, and the natives were described as 
living in conditions little better than those of cave men. 

When the Jesuits were expelled from Spanish territory 
in 1767, the missions here were entrusted to the 
Franciscans, under the direction of a veteran missionary, 
Fray Junipero Serra. 

His dream was to establish a series of missions along 
the coast of Upper California, one day’s journey apart by 
ship, and one day’s journey inland by pack animal. The 
inland trek was to keep them from marauding English 
pirates then operating in the Pacific. 

His first mission, in 1769, was in San Diego de Alcala, 


in what is now Mission Valley within the City of San 
Diego. The mission was named for a Franciscan lay 
brother who was renowned for his charity. His name is 
often translated as St. Didacus. 

Some recent tourist brochures translated it as St. 
James, but when St. James is the patron of a geographical 
location, it is written Santiago. 

The missions were eventually established and they ring 
the state with names that are a veritable litany of the 
saints. The first diocese to encompass this state was 
Sonora, Mexico, established in 1779. The first “‘martyr’’ 
of California was Father Luis Jayme who was killed by the 
Indians in San Diego in 1775. In 1781, Mission San 
Gabriel founded a little ‘‘pueblo,’’ which they named ‘‘de 
Nuestra Sefiora de los Angeles.’’ 

The Diocese of Both Californias was established by 
Pope Gregory XVI in 1840, after the Mexican 
government had secularized the missions and seized their 
lands, taking them away from service to the Indians. 

The colorful history of California in the latter half of the 
19th century, starting with the ’49ers, marked colorful 
and rapid growth for the church as well. 

And what started with a struggling mission in San 
Diego in 1769, is now a church with two provinces, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, and ten more dioceses. 

There is, of course, historical credit due to Father Serra 
as the founder. However, if he is ever canonized, it will be 
because the church has thoroughly investigated his life 
and finds him a man of heroic faith, hope and charity. 
The church will not be blind to any of his human failings, 
but it will glorify God for the triumph of God’s grace in 
his soul.

Morally, it is important to remember, however, that a 
person’s baptism is invalid if there is a defect of intention on 
the part of the recipient of this sacrament. 

A 1984 case in the Archdiocese of Miami examples well 
and significantly this major point. 

A seven-year-old Jewish boy was baptizedat the request 
of his non-practicing Catholic mother. 

There was no evidence, though, that the boy had even an 
implicit intention for baptism, based on any viable 
knowledge or catechesis. - 

This fact led Archbishop McCarthy to write, The boy ‘‘is 
not amember of the Roman Catholic Church. The baptism 
was not valid and the records of the church should be 
corrected to reflect that.’’ 

The moral insight here is very important theologically 
and pastorally in order to instruct all of us about the proper 
intention needed to validly celebrate the sacrament of 
baptism. 

In the case of an adult, a person’s explicit intention to 
receive baptism is essential; and in the case of an infant the 
explicit guarantee that the life of faith of the infant will be 
promoted is required. 

In the Miami case, the boy was regularly attending 
synagogue and a custody case was soon to give full custody to 
the boy’s Jewish father. 

The boy’s mother was thus inno position to guarantee the 
promotion of the life of faith of the child. 

It is clear, then, that a baptism that takes place without at 
least an implicit intention based on some knowledge and 
catechesis is invalid. 

Before the Second Vatican Council, there wasa tendency 
to describe the sacraments as ‘“‘channels of grace,’? a 


tendency which occasioned a rather individualistic concept 
of sacrament. 


The sacramental theology of the council teaches that 
sacraments and their celebration involve the entire church. 
As the late Father Karl Rahner insightfully wrote, ‘“The 
sacraments ... are not simply distributed by the church. 
They are an event of the church’’ (Encyclopedia of 
Theology, 1487). 


An individualistic notion of sacrament is thus 
abandoned, to be replaced by an understanding that the 
celebration of the sacraments involves incorporation into 
and participation in the church. 


In other words, the grace of a sacrament cannot be 
guaranteed without an identity with the community of faith. 


For the grace of the sacrament of baptism to be effective, 
therefore, there must be present at the time ofthe baptism an 
explicit guarantee that the life of faith of the infant will be 
promoted to ensure that the other sacraments of initiation 
will be shared in viably. 


We must thus avoid all indiscriminate baptism of infants, 
keeping in mind that infant baptism is a beginning point 
which initiates a person into a faith community. 


The sacrament of baptism is clearly and importantly one 
way the church has institutionalized the conviction that the 
community is central to Christian life and to God’s plan of 
salvation.

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Coronado school prep

CORONADO — Due to the 
increasing number of earthquakes in 
Southern California, Sacred Heart 
School, Coronado, has devised what it 
calls a ‘‘Disaster Plan,’’ focusing 
particularly on earthquake preparedness. 

The plan was adopted in 1987 after 
Sacred Heart Safety Committee 
representative Jeanette Rogers attended a 
Coronado City Schools Safety Committee 
meeting. 

The plan ‘‘provides for the welfare and 
safety of the students and staff ... in the 
event of a severe earthquake and 
establishes a method for evacuation of the 
school premises following such an 
occurrence,’’ states an outline of the plan. 

Principal Steve Laaperi explained the 
importance of having such a plan. 
“‘Because of the locality of Coronado, we 
may be cut off from San Diego when the 
big earthquake hits.’’ 

“Over 40 percent of the students at 
Sacred Heart are from outside Coronado, 
therefore, we must be prepared to make 
provisions for these kids,’’ Laaperi said. 

Sacred Heart has established ‘‘satellite 
homes’? to house students who live 
outside the island, he said. 

Rogers. added that these would become 
‘a home away from home.”’ a 

The school has surveyed parents 
regarding the satellite homes idea. ‘‘So 
far, we have a 90 percent positive 
feedback but we won’t stop until we have 
100 percent,’”“Laaperi said. 

The survey and permission slips will be 
a permanent addition to school 
registration, he added. 

In addition to housing, the school has 
asked for funds or materials from parents 
and is looking for corporate sponsors to 
donate necessities such as food, blankets 
and first-aid kits, Laaperi said.

Commitment to church 
draws teachers to schools

WASHINGTON — A high salary is 
not the bait that attracts educators to 
teach in Catholic schools. But if 
administrators examine what is, they may 
be able to reduce faculty turnover. 

In a study by education professor Sister 
Maria Cirielo of The Catholic University 
of America’ in Washinton, D.C., the 
majority of teachers say finding an 
environment supportive of their values 
was a top priorty in their job search. 

Fifty-four percent of teachers surveyed 
cited the value of religion in their lives as 
the primary reason they chose a career in 
parochial school teaching. Commitment 
to teaching and having a job compatible 
with family obligations were listed next, 
according to Sister Ciriello. 

So if Catholic school administrators 
want teachers who will stay, adding 
experience to the enthusiam and 
education they bring to the job, they 
should look for teachers whose main 
commitment is to a faith-centered school. 

Her conclusions are based on a study of 
655 full-time teachers in the Archdiocese 
of Washington, D.C. Questions 
determined whether teachers were 
primarily committed to the specific 
characteristics of Catholic schools, drawn 
generally to teaching as a profession, or 
working because they needed to work. 

“‘Teachers who choose to teach in 
Catholic schools primarily because of the 
institution’s religious environment are 
more strongly attached than those who 
teach primarily for professional reasons,”’ 
Sister Ciriello noted. ‘‘Not only do these 
people want to teach, they also want to 
work in an environment that shares and 
affirms their personal values. They are 
more likely to want to stay in that setting. 
These people are not necessarily Catholic, 


but they do say religion is an important 
value in their lives as teachers.”’ 


Her study showed that 20 percent of 
the teachers, who tended to be younger 
and less experienced, were teaching in 
Catholic schools because they wanted to 
teach. Religion was not of as much 
importance as teaching. She also found 
that 5 percent of the sample group were in 
the school because they needed a job, and 
another 21 percent for reasons that were 
unclear. These people, she explains, 
scored low in all commitment areas and 
therefore their reasons for teaching in 
Catholic schools were not easily 
interpreted. 

As a result of these findings, she notes 
that administrators may want to 
determine during employment interviews 
each teaching applicant’s level of 
commitment to sharing in the faith 
dimension of the school. 

Employers might ask applicants why 
they are applying to the particular school 
and if they consider teaching a ministry 
and a chance to share faith. 
Administrators may also ask about a 
person’s involvement with his or her 
church to determine the importance of 
religious practice for the applicant. 

Sister Ciriello cautioned that even 
though commitment probably means the 
teacher will stay in the school system 
longer and have higher job satisfaction, it 
does not mean that person will make a 
better teacher. The benefits of long-term 
relationships between schools and 
teachers must be weighed against the 
abilities and potential of the individual 
teacher, she said. 

But given employees with equal ability, 
employers may want to consider that 
teachers who value the faith dimension of 
the school are most likely to support the 
Catholic schools’ goals.

AIDS response must guard ethical principles

VATICAN CITY — A Vatican 
official, speaking at the first worldwide 
governmental conference on AIDS, said 
efforts to stop the spreading disease and 
care for its victims must be based on ‘‘the 
safeguarding of ethical principles which 
cannot be renounced.”’ 


Archbishop Fiorenzo Angelini, pro- 
president of the Pontifical Commission 
for Health Care Workers, said the church 
recognizes the need for urgent, united 
efforts to help AIDS victims and stop the 
deadly ailment. But he said a policy that 
looks only at short-term prevention 
measures, outside of ethical 
considerations, risks causing ‘‘a greater 
damage’’ than the disease itself. 
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Archbishop Angelini spoke Jan. 
during a three-day meeting in London of 
health experts and government officials 
on AIDS, acquired immunity deficiency 
syndrome. More than 75,000 cases of the 
deadly disease have been reported in the 
nearly 10 years since reporting began. 
Most cases have been contracted through 
sexual activity, especially between 
homosexuals. 


The text of Archbishop Angelini’s 
speech, made available at the Vatican, 
did not refer directly to the issue of 
condoms as a measure to help stop the 
spread of the disease. But the Milan- 
based Catholic newspaper Avvenire, in a 
report from London, quoted the 
archbishop as criticizing the meeting’s 
concentration on the issue. 


“‘An outsider might get the impression 
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that this meeting was called to launch the 
prophylactic as a product,’’ he was 
quoted as saying Jan. 28. 

In his speech, Archbishop Angelini told 
the conference that long-term principles 
should not be lost in the urgent search for 
remedies for AIDS sufferers. 


Thus, a health policy for AIDS should 
“begin with prevention,’ but ‘‘even in 
emergency measures it requires the 
safeguarding of ethical principles which 
cannot be renounced, because they are 
tied to the fundamental human right to 
life, from conception to natural death,”’ 
he said 

He said making available information 
about the disease, in schools, families and 
the media, was a ‘‘primary necessity.’’ 


“Information must reach individuals 
and institutions, but never forgetting that 


prevention and therapy must not injure 
the right to life among AIDS sufferers, 
nor among those who live in a condition 
of high risk,’’ he said. 


The church, he said, intends to be 
compassionate to AIDS sufferers. He said 
conference participants should meditate 
on Pope John Paul II’s embrace of a child 
with AIDS in San Francisco last 
September. 


The pope’s gesture, he said, illustrated 
the ‘‘need for an immediate and 
courageous response, authentically aimed 
at man, even at the price of sacrifice, in 
the struggle against this terrible 
nightmare.’’ He said that, in human 
terms, the pope’s response went ‘‘well 
beyond”’ that of scientific research that is 
primarily concerned with the threat of an 
epidemic.

Film notes problem of fitting in

Housekeeping is a _seriocomic 
excursion into American small-town 
family life in the 1950s by Bill Forsyth, 
the Scottish director of ‘‘Gregory’s Girl’’ 
and ‘‘Local Hero.’’ While it is not as 
zesty as those earlier works, it has enough 
of its own virtues to merit attention. 

The story is about two little girls whose 
mother drops them off one day at their 
grandmother’s house and then drives her 
car off a cliff. When the grandmother 
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dies, Sylvie, their mother’s sister, arrives 
to look after them. 

However, Sylvie (wonderfully played 
by Christine Lahti) proves to be 
somewhat strange and given to 
wandering off by herself and other 
behavior that the townspeople regard as 
erratic. At first the now-adolescent girls 
enjoy the company of their 
unconventional aunt but, as time passes, 
she becomes a divisive force in their 
young lives. 

One yearns to fit in and to live as the 
rest of her classmates do, while the other, 
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somewhat gawky and introverted, clings 
to the aunt. Under the pressures brought 
to bear by concerned teachers and 
interested citizens, the vulnerable 
household ultimately comes apart. 

Adapted by Forsyth from Marilynne 
Robinson’s novel, the movie plays on the 
fine edge between wry comedy and 
pathos, is often quite funny and is 
frequently very touching. As a study of 
growing up torn between the world of 
social conventions and that of non- 
conformity, Forsyth’s work provides 
some provocative insights. 

However, youngsters might be 
confused by the movie’s portrayal of the 
tension between social and individual 
values.

Throw Momma from the Train is 
little more than a comedy vehicle for the 
manic menace of diminutive actor Danny 
DeVito. 

An instructor in an adult education 
writing class (Billy Crystal) who hates his 
wife gets involved with a student (DeVito) 
who, after seeing Hitchcock’s ‘‘Strangers 
on a Train,’’ decides to follow its plot by 
killing the wife in return for which he 
expects the instructor to kill his 
domineering mother. 

Though black comedy is not to 
everyone’s taste, Anne Ramsey’s 
performance as a grotesque, loony old 
lady, given to battering her goofy son, 
does evoke laughs because it is done so 
broadly, it cannot be taken seriously. 

Also directed by DeVito, the rest of the 
movie pales by comparison, especially the 
character played by Crystal who 
frantically tries to be funny but lacks the 
comic presence of Ramsey and DeVito. 

There is some nastiness on the edges of 
the murder plot, but DeVito is careful to 
show that no laws are really broken and 
all ends unbelievably happily. The film 
also displays a casual attitude toward sex.

Dear Jilted, 

You’ve asked a tough question. It’s one 
I still struggle with. Friendships seem to 
go through evolutionary changes. As the 
individuals change, so does the 
friendship. It could be that you are 
growing apart. There is another 
possibility. 

At times, meeting and getting to know 
a new friend is so exciting we forget about 
our old friends. It’s something similar to 
what we go through when one of our 
friends starts dating someone steady and 
ignores everyone else. In any event you 
should say something. 

It is important in terms of the 
relationship you have now as well as those 
you will have in the future (the same holds 
true for your friend). You have to learn 
how to confront people with sensitivity 
and they have to learn how to be 
confronted. 

Choose a good time. Ask to talk. Let 
the person know you miss spending time 
with them. Share your feelings. Use 
language that doesn’t accuse. ‘‘I feel left 
out. I miss spending time with you.’’ 
Perhaps the three of you could do 
something together. Then see what 
happens. 


The last bit of advice is examine your 
own friendships. Are there people you 
neglect to be with’someone else? Often it 
happens without our knowledge. Try to 
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develop those relationships as well as the 
one you’re worrying about.

I think the question you asked me is the 
one you should ask your parents. 

Sit down sometime and discuss it. 
Choose the time wisely. Ask if you can 
talk with them about something that is 
bothering you. 

Explain the situation using neutral 
terms. Something like: ‘‘I know you 
worry about me when I’m out with 
friends so I like to check in with you, but 
it seems like when I call, something 
happens and we end up arguing. I don’t 
know if it’s something I’m doing, but I’d 
like to talk about it.’ 

Be careful not to point fingers. Don’t 
get defensive. This discussion could easily 
become an argument, but if you don’t 
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attempt it, the problem will continue. 
Approach the problem as one which is 
shared: neither of you benefit through its 
continued existence. 


Gossip hurts friend 


Dear Bob, 

I have a friend who is getting a bad 
name for herself through her actions. I 
really care about this friend and she is 
really very kind to me. The problem is 
should I tell her what is being said or 
spare her feelings and just be there for 
her. I don’t want to hurt any feelings, but 
I don’t like hearing her being gossiped 
about. What should I do? :

Dear Confused, 

First off, if I knew what exactly her 
actions were it would be easier to advise 
you. If your friend is doing something 
that is harmful to herself or others, you 
should talk to her. If your friend is doing 
something to embarrass herself publicly, 
you should let her know. 

I would avoid naming names because it 
seems to me to be another type of gossip. 

Instead you might let her know that the 
action draws unfavorable attention or 
could be misinterpreted. Assure her of 
your friendship and loyalty. Let her know 
you just wanted to bring the matter to her 
attention to see what she thought. 

Approaching the issue from the other 
side, I would encourage you to confront 
gossiping when you hear it. Refuse to: 
participate in it. Call it gossip. Let them 
know that it would hurt your friend to 
hear it and ask them to bring it up with 
the person in question if it is really worth 
talking about.

WASHINGTON — La ayuda 
militar estadounidense para los 
rebeldes nicaraguenses es vital si las 
Américas han de ‘‘mantenerse como 
una,”’ dijo Monsefior Pablo Antonio 
Vega, obispo nicaraguense, el 27 de 
enero.

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Cardinal Ratzinger’s visi

NEW YORK — The Rev. Richard J. 
Neuhaus, the Lutheran minister who 
brought Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger to New 
York to give a public lecture and sit down 
for two days of dialogue with Catholic, 
Protestant and Orthodox scholars, said 
afterward that it was ‘‘a smashing personal 
triumph for Cardinal Ratzinger.”’ 

‘‘There was nobody who, after 18 hours 
with him, including a dinner on Thursday 
evening, didn’t say he was an 
extraordinarily impressive human being 
and an extraordinary thinker,’’ said 
Neuhaus in a Jan. 31 telephone interview 
with National Catholic News Service. 

Others who participated in the dialogue 
also said the cardinal made a strongly 
favorable impression both as a theologian 
andpersonally. 

‘*The one adjective that I think everyone 
would agree on in describing the experience 
is ‘positive,’’’ said Sulpician Father 
Raymond E. Brown, New Testament 
professor at Union Theological Seminary 
in New York. 

Neuhaus directs the Center on Religion 


_and Society, a small New York agency 


funded by the Rockford Institute. Cardinal 
Ratzinger, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
gave the center’s fourth annual Erasmus 
lecture Jan. 27, then met with a specially 
invited group of about 20 scholars Jan. 
28-29 to follow up on issues raised by the 
lecture, which was on the topic of biblical 
interpretation. 

Neuhaus said one purpose of the 
conference was ‘‘to introduce the cardinal 
to abroader range of theological discourse”’ 
than he usually has in Rome. Cardinal 
Ratzinger told him, Neuhaus reported, 
that he had not engaged in such a program 
of activities before and that he was not 
aware ofany of his predecessors who had. 

“He never once pulled rank,’’ said

tion for the Doctrine of the Faith, delivers an address at St. Joseph’s Seminary in 
Yonkers, N.Y. Cardinal Ratzinger was in the United States to deliver the annual 
Erasmus Lecture to a capacity audience at St. Peter’s Lutheran Chuch in New 
York City. The Vatican official was greeted by picketers outside the church anda 


few hecklers inside. 


Neuhaus, who served as discussion 
moderator, ‘‘or said, ‘I can’t address that 
question because I’m in a delicate 
position.’ No question was ruled out of 
order.”’ 

The Rev. Elizabeth Achtemeier, a 
Presbyterian minister who teaches Old 
Testament and homiletics at Union 
Theological Seminary in Richmond, Va.., 
and the only woman participating in the 
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conference, described Cardinal Ratzinger 
as ‘‘extremely gracious and open.’’ She 
said she was impressed that a man of his 
position would sit with the other 
participants for ‘‘two full days of 
interchange and dialogue.”’ 


She came to the conference, she 
acknowledged, intending to pose questions 
about his ‘‘rigid’’ orientation as portrayed

ina 1985 book-length interview titled ““The 
Ratzinger Report.”’ 

“‘But he’s not rigid or harsh at all,’’ she 
said. ‘“The discussion was so open that my 
questions were dealt with and I didn’t need 
to pose themas such.”’ 

Father Brown said Cardinal Ratzinger 
showed that his concern was how to “‘bring 
Scripture into the service of all the churches 
and let it express its authority in the life of 
thechurch.”’ 

The relation of Cardinal Ratzinger’s 
juridical authority to the work of biblical 
scholars was not discussed directly, Father 
Brown said, but the cardinal indicated he 
saw use of ecclesiastical power as an 
‘absolute last resort’? and wanted the 
authority of the biblical message to prevail. 

‘*He is no threat to honest and 
responsible biblical scholarship,’’ Father 
Brown said. 

Another participant, Lutheran Bishop 
William H. Lazareth of New York, 
acknowledged that his own attitudes about 
Cardinal Ratzinger had been turned 
around by the personal encounter. He said 
that in a former post, director of the Faith 
and Order Commission of the World 
Council of Churches, he had some official 
contact with Cardinal Ratzinger but did 
not really know him and had negative 
impressions. 

But in the ‘‘almost devotional’’ 
atmosphere of the conference, he said, he 
was impressed with the cardinal as a 
Christian, priest andtheologian. 

Father Brown, who at times has been the 
object of conservative criticism, said he 
suspected some people at a Jan. 28 press 
conference hoped the cardinal would say 
something negative about him. He was 
‘‘surprised and pleased,’’ he said, to get 
instead publiccommendation. 

Neuhaus also noted Cardinal 
Ratzinger’s praise of Father Brown, not 
only at the press conference but also at a 
dinner after the two-day dialogue at the 
residence of Cardinal John J. O’Connor.
